of tho passengers were astaep at the 
time uf the accident aud had uo time to 
e*cape after the alarm was given. They 
were ougulfed with the vessel. 


The Ortigia remained on the spot un- 


til 6 o'clock in order to pick np the sur- 
vivors. She rescued 14 of the crew aud 


tTAsitUCOFFS FUNERAL. 


The sky was overcast at the time of 


the accident and there was little sea. 
Both Captains were aaleep, and the 
third officer was on watch iu the Ortigia 
mid the second officer on the Marie P. 
The Ortigia was going at thn rate of 11 
miles au hour, and the Maria P at the 
rate of «H'ht luilt-s. Both vessels saw 
the lights of the other and contiunod on 
their proper roads until the mistake was 
made, it is not established by whoui, 
which brought the Maria P broadside 
toward the Ortigia. 


The third offiuer of the Ortigia saw 


the danger and ordered the engines re- 
versed, bat the order came too late. All 
the boat* of the Ortigia were lowered 
and the crew rescued all they oonld of 
the survivors. The latter, for the most 
port, remain in such a state of terror 
»nee the rescue that they are unable to 
give a single detail of the disaster. 
- The Ortigia's bow wait smashed for a 
tpaoe of 1% feet along the water line. 
There is some comment npon the fact 
brought to mind by the disaster that the 
Ortigia ouce collided on the -same spot 
with the French steamer Uncle Joseph. 
The Ortigia had 25 passengers on bond.

GRAIN SMUT. 


IU BaTafat Outlined by the 


Department. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—The ravages 


of the grain smut are reviewed and the 
means of prevention outlined ill a re- 
port of the agricultural department. 
The oats smnt, which is found through- 
oat the United States and is known on 
every continent, probably has the wid- 
est distribution of any of the species. 
The official estimate of the direct loss 
from it is 8 per cent of the crop, or 
about $18,000,000 annually. Stinking 
smut in wheat fields cost the country 
many millions of dollars annually. 
Sometimes f.O, and even 75, per cent of 
the head* are smutted, and the sound 
grain is »u contaminated with the fetid 
spores as to be nearly worthless for 
flour and worse than useless for seed. 
The diswifap is often spread from farm 
to farm by threshing machines. When 
once intf Alucod, if left unchecked, it 
fuerfjcKis year by year, until a large 
p -mmim,'**" i>t the crop is destroyed. The 
I -we smut uiiuiilly causes a loss of 10 
P r cent or more of the wheat crop, and 
n.s even been reported as destroying 
over 50 per cent of a crop in Michigan. 
It is very difficult to prevent, and ordi- 
nary treatment has no effect. 


Wheat growers are urged to try to se- 


cure seed wheat from fields known iu 
be free from loose smnt. It oan, how- 
ever, be combatted by treating enough 
wheat to furnish seed for the following 
year. Both the common and hidden 
forms of snmt can be eradicated with 
equal ease, and by treating seed oats, 
oat growers can save many millions of 
dollar* annually. Oat smnt can be com- 
pletely prevented by two newly discov- 
ered treatments of the seed by use of 
potassium sulphide and hot water. Hot 
water is also advocated for eradicating 
loose smut cf wheat and barley, and 
copper sulphate of wheat smut. The 
hot water and potassium sulphide seed 
treatment result in an increase iu the 
yield, averaging double or treble wheat 
would result from suppressing the visi- 
ble smut.

HAWAIIAN FILIBUSTERERS 


•aid to Be Getting K«ady to 


the Pa«et Sound Dbtrict. 


PORT TOWNSKND, Wash., July 22.— 


The customs authorities of the Pnget 
sound district have been instructed by 
the government to keep a sharp lookout 
for filibustering parties fitting out for 
the Hawaiian Islands. A few days ago 
it was claimed vessels were loading and 
freighting to the islands munitions of 
war. Orders have now been issued to 
closely watch aud search all vessels 
bouuu to the south sea for arms. 


It is believed a large quantity of anus 
and amunition have been smuggled into 
Hawaii from Pnget sound. It is posi- 
tively known that secret agents of the 
royalists despatched one small consign- 
ment to the islands last October. 


One source of information says an up- 
rising is planned in the islands to coin 
mence Sept. 1, and that 4,300 men 
will be in readiness to bear arms against 
the government. The insurgents, after 
being repeatedly drilled iu southern 
California, expect to get their goods 
and assistance from Pnget sound, aud 
maybe successful if they oau evade cus- 
toms aud revenue officers.

'The great over-production in all 


branches of industry, and the conse- 
quent accumulation of stocks; the 
threatening clouds arising from time to 
time on the political hortara; the wide- 
spread discontent arising by socialistic 
agitation and the unfavorable news re- 
ceived from other parts of the world 
would be the causes of the crisis now 
prevailing in central Europe in all 
branches of business. To these misfor- 
tunes another has recently been added, 
which threatens complete revolution iu 
retail business. 


As the locust threatens the fields so 
all retail business is threatened by a 
new sort of retail auction shop. In 
nearly every town of Germany, France 
uud Belgium such shops have been 
opened to the great injury of local trade. 
Large and expensive advertisements are 
scattered broadcast to inform the public 
of the sole of manses of so-called auction 
wares. In reality, though, these are 
old stock wares which it is desired to 
dispose of at any price, or they are in 
some oases worthless wares manufac- 
tured especially for this pnrjtose. 
In France, Belgium and Germany 
drastic meaanre* have been adopted 
against these swindlers. Iu all cities 
the established firms have united and 
made common cause agaiust these dan- 
gerous competitors, and their efforts 
have been successful. 
Their united 
strength has succeeded m keeping the 
unction shop merchants within certain 
bounds, new laws ua\ i- b"eu made which 
partially protect lumest mercantile es- 
tablishments aud the purchasing pub- 
lic." 


The circular closes with an earnest 
appeal to every honest business man in 
tho city to join the Luxemburg Mer- 
chiiuts' uuion.

More Money Than Any Other 
State t« Quell Mob*. 


RICHMOND, July 23.— The expenses in- 


curred by tho state tlirough the service 
of troops to keep down mobs and pre- 
vent lynching during the past throe 
mouths has been heavier than ever be- 
fore since the civil war. It is estimated 
that since May 1 la&t this service has 
cost (40,000. At this rate Virginia will 
have to pay out $ 180,000 a year to sup- 
press mob violence and lyuchings. 


The larger part of this expense was 
incurred through the heavily armed 
force at PocaTioutas. The troops are 
still there, and it is probable that the 
force will have to be increased before 
the trouble is over. At Luuenburg 
more than 120 armed soldier^ are st* 
tioued to proteci three prisoners from 
being lynched, and recently a body of 
troops nad to be snut to Berryville to 
qut-11 a mob. At Norton it is probable 
that another force will be needed to pro- 
tect a prisoner from being lynched. All 
this is believed to be the resnlt of the 
loose methods of the criminal courts.

An idea cf the magnitude of the 


cheese industry iu this country is given 
by the fact that the boxes in which the 
cheese is shipped represent a cost of 
nearly $500,000 annually. It is not 
many years since cheese was shipped iu 
my kind of barrel or bus which would 
lold from one to half a dozen good sized 
'onus, packed iu btraw to keep them 
rom being bruised or broken in the 
laudling. It was only factory made 
cheese that received snch protection, 
chile dairy chee.se was sent to market 
Iwtitnte of any covering other than it* 
own roughly bandaged rind, which in 
most cases proved invulnerable. Com- 
petition among manufacturers 
hat 


changed all this, aud at present the 
uaunfuctnre of boxes gives employment 
o a large number of hands aad necessi- 
tate* the use of powerful aud expensive 
machinery. 


It was customary in the early days of 


he business to &aw the hoops, as the 
argo body of the box is called, out of 
:he log in plunks about one-fifth of au 
uch in thickness. The waste of materi- 
al was a moht serious objection to this 
plan, fully 50 per cent of the timber 
[oing in sawdnbt. The invention of the 
otary cutting machine has prevented 
his wat>te and at the same time pro- 
duced » better hoop tliau the sawed arti- 
cle. The chief timber used in ui.ddng 
cheescbox Loops is the common swamp 
elm. No other timber seems to possess 
he same qualities of lightness, tough- 
ness and elasticity so requisite for 
cheeseboxes as this once despised prod- 
uct of American forests. The logs, aft- 
er being cut in the proper lengths, gen- 
ially 5 feet for an ordinary cheese- 
box of 15 Is or 16 inches diameter, are 
hrown into long vats filled with water, 
where they are boiled from 12 to 30 
tours. The time required to soften the 
limber, or cook it, as the operation is 
culled, varies according to the size of 
he timber and tho season. Lar£« logs 
require to bo cooked longer than small 
one.*, partienLirly when the logs are 
rozeu. It is not uncommon to find the 
center of a log btill frozen after 15 hours 
of boiliujf. 


Experience is the best guide in this 


part of the busiiio--^, and to know when 
he timber i.- titoiunghly cooked and not 
overdone is one of the things acqnired 
only by constant observation. When 
sufficiently boiled the logs are lifted in 
roil grapples from the vuts and laid on 
skids, win-re the hark is removed. Then 
a log is lifted hy a crime aud swung iu- 
:o place in the machine, where it is held 
n a horizontal position bychuoks or 
dogs that center it at each end. 


In this position the log revolves like 


a roll of paper in a printing press. Tho 
mife which d«*s the cutting is very 
leavy and is bolted to a heavy head 
called a carriage, which is fed forward 
jy screws toward tho revolving log. In 
;he most approved machines tho knife 
las an end or oscillating as well as a 
forward ns-"t;.-w THirn!««* the strain 
on the inaclvna and permits the cutting 
of soft, unsound aud shaky hearted logs. 
As the knife comes in contact with the 
timber, the inequalities of the log are 
irst shorn off and gradually the log be- 
comes perfectly round aud yields an nu- 
jroken sheet of lumber, like the um\ iud- 
iug of a roll of cloth. This sheet of 
wood is 
broken off iu 
convenient 


lengths, which are puhsed under divid- 
ing knives that cut them into uniform 
Widths correspotulmg with-the required 
depth of thejtoox. 


If the boxes arc to be made up at once 


the hoops are bent around iron cylinders 
to give them tho form of the box, after 
which the bottom is pressed iu aud 
nailed in place. Comparatively few 
boxes are pnt together in the larger 
mills. In most cases the. product is diie<} 
*nd shipped to the cheese manufactur- 
ing centers, where the boxes are com- 
pleted. Tho boxes in the finished state 
ire too bulky for economical handling. 
An ordinary freight car will not con- 
tain more than r>00 complete boxes, 
while 6,000 can bo carried if bhipped iu 
the bale. 


The remnants which aro not wide 


enough for hoops are used for tho cover 
band and for tho narrow Imnd th.it p.oes 
around tho Ix it torn of tho box. Tho IM>X- 
es vary in size both as regards depth 
aud diameter. The most common size 
will hold a cheese of from «0 to fib 
pounds. Snch a l>o\ is 10 inohos deep 
and 16>f inches in diameter. Tula i» 
the size of chee^o most in demand for 
export Tho sixe for home consumption 
is as a rule much Mnaller and requires 
* box from 6 to « inch** deep, bat of the 
•aine diameter as the other. 


Various kinds of timber are nsod to 


form tho heads of the box, but elm i« 
the accepted material for the hwipa, 
Owing to prwnliaritif* of thoaoil. the 
Umbnr in §01110 l<valitio« in inclined to 
be shaky, tho chocks or shakes running 
around the log and following tho grain 
of tho timber. Spch timber w«« tuwlnw 
Wheu the hoops w»re sawed, bnt in the 
rotary prow** mnch of it can be turned 
to good uronnnt, The bnlk of the elm 
Umber n«cd in thin btwiiKw* is brought 
ta from Canada.

LOAOINa AN OCEAN JNER. 


Md Kequlre* Cental 


To watch the loading of grain, eitbei 


from an elevator or a lighter, into out 
of the mammoth vessels engaged in to 
traub-portation, is to witness one of !%• 
chief operations in the movement* otf 
the world's commerce. It ia carried in 
long pipes, with a funnel shaped mova- 
ble appendage at the end, which is shift- 
ed by means of a rope from one part at 
the hold to another, according M the 
stream of grain fills np the spices re- 
served for it. 
Tbe grain flow* into the 


vessel with the noise a*d velocity ot • 
torrent and sends a dense volume oi 
dust and chaff upward, obscuring the 
depths beneath and making the men at- 
tending the stowage below look like 
ghosts in the rising mist. 


The "trimming" of the grain in tht 


holds is an important part of its stor- 
age. After several thousand bushels 
have been streamed int^tbe hold, a doz- 
en or more men are delegated to shovel 
the downponring column in between the 
vessel's beams, a job for which they 
are paid at the rate of a cent a minute. 
In vessels of the Cunard stripe it taket 
between 12,000 and 15.000 bushels tc 
fill a hold, aud these vessels average 
60,000 bushels iu the total cargo. Ship* 
carrying grain alone can take as high at 
125,000 bushels, and when it is consid- 
ered that from 4,000 to 7,000 bosbeli 
can be stored in an hour, every 40 bush- 
els weighing a ton, an idea can be had 
of the force of the torrent directed iota 
the vessel. 


Large vessels have four or five hold*, 


and a distinction is made in storing tin 
cargo in them. Grain, from its compact 
and dead weight, is reserved mostly foi 
the center of the vessel, while cured 
provisions are packed as far forward and 
as far aft as possible, for their bettet 
preservation from the heat of the gfaip't 
fires. In some vessels, like the great 
Cunarders, which carry passengers af 
well as freight, the heaviest weight it 
gtui'ed in the lowest hold ; in the tech- 
nical parlance of the stevedore, "stiffen- 
ing" the ship. It takes about 1,500 tons 
to "stiffen" a great Cuuarder, and when 
this is done the lower hold is fastened 
and battened down and work is begun 
on the next— Donahoe's Magazine.

In 
trade the Finns are not only scrupulous- 
ly honest, they are heroically, quix- 
otically to.

Any Gi«ek dictionary 
informs us that Maya is the good muth- 
<ur uf all g<«L> uud tuC'u. Iu Japan* tlio 
(uddecii M.tya is still •.vorshiped. Tne 
beautiful Indian poeui "Ramavau.*" 
tolls us ab»ut a great navigator luuuud 
Maya, who in ag<<a> lung gun* by took 
'urcible ]Mc<M>)M>ion of the oouutritsi at 
he south of the Uiuduu&Uiuet) 
and settled there. 


The Maya people of America were in 


olden times ;t gu-jt liuliou, occupying 
the territory comprised bctweeii tho iht)i- 


of Tehuanteptx; aud that of Da- 


neu. We kuow that they were naviga- 
tors, their boats beiug depicted in very 
ancient booU and painting!). In 1503. 
wheu Columbus came to America fur 
the fourth time, be met ou the high 
sous a large boat, iu which were men, 
women and children. It also had a car- 


uf merchandise, consisting of weap- 


ons, tools, products of the earth and 
ready made garnu-uta. The travelers 
called themselves Mayas. They were iu 
;he habit of traveling to Cuba aud other 
shiuds to trade with their inhabitants. 
Tbe Mayas were neatly clothed in white 
cotton raiment. The y were self possessed 
ind courteous. Fifteen years later their 
land, today called Yucatan, was invad- 
ed by the Spaniards, but it cost the 
white men 25 years of warfare to got 
control of that country, for every Maya 
fought like a hero. They were nous of 
fearless mothers. 


In reading the works left by the 


Spanish chroniclers—priests who ac- 
companied tbe soldiers—wo learn that 
tbe Maya women were very good look- 
ing, as many are at the present day; 
that they were charitable, s\\eet tern- 
pored, industrious, modest and so free 
froia vusjJty that they never cousnlt<xl 
the mirror, although their husbands 
did. In pliysique these women were 
large and beautifully shaped. 


Their complexion was a light brown, 


aud their t-ilky black hair very abun- 
dant FatherCogi>llndo,a£pnni*-h prie-st, 
wrote, "These women arc more beauti- 
ful and better tempered than those of 
Spain." They always drcs&ed thein- 
selverf, M they do at the present time, 
iu flowing white garments, and in their 
happier days were greatly addicted to 
tbe use of perfumes uud flowers. They 
were industrious, devoted wives aud 
fond mothers, but exacted great defer- 
ence from their children. Their ideas of 
modesty were so strict that they did not 
permit their daughters to look boldly 
into tho fac« fit a man, and if a girl 
showed a want of shyness tlm indignant 
matron would pinch her arms. After 
the Spaniards were in possession of the 
loud they subjected these women to in- 
dignities uud cruelty. Among many 
other thinga it is recorded that in one 
village they iuund two young women of 
remarkable beauty, one a bride, tho oth- 
er a maiden, aud tiey hangtxl both, so 
that thero hhould bo no trouble about 
them. Many young mot hen were hung 
from trees and their infants suspended 
from their feet 
Those who escaped 


death were enslaved with their bus- 
bauds nnd chi Idreu. 


Long ago, as far back as our studios 


enable us to know anything about that 
nation, tho Maya women seem to have 
enjoyed the same privileges us> the men, 
to have had equal power in politics and 
equal authority. 


Today, when busiuess is to be trans- 


acted, the wife takes the active part, her 
husband nodding his head affirmatively. 
It is not that she denims to domineer, 
but because he looks up to her, relying 
on her judgment She complies witli 
admirable moderation and modesty. She 
ia eluqueiii and forceful without being 
oquacions, sind. she never scolds. Wheu 
icr husband gets himself into trouble, 
she pleads for him, being a more able 
reasoner than ho is. If he gets intoxicat- 
ed, she guides him home. If bo stukes 
icr, she says, "Ho does not know what 
ie is doing," regarding him with an- 
gelic forbearance, so that domestic 
>rawls are quite nnkuo\vu. It is her 
pleasure to give him the best of what 
ibey have, keeping for herself 
the 


worst 


This woman's home has a thatched 


roof and earthen floor. She has no prot- 
;y objects around her. Hammocks serve 
as seats by day as well as beds " 
There is ono low chjiir or stool ou which 
she site while, her busy Augers make tlni 
garments of the family. In ono conici 
stands a bench and Ki'iudiu# stones. Hor 
iiands grind all the corn used in that 
iiumble abode. The fire i< built on tlw 
Boor between three stones, ou whifl 


the clay pot or the disk f«r baking 


tortillas. Outside at tho back of the hut 
there is a long dugout, serving an 
washtub, resting on trestles. Thero she 
stands for some hours every day, her 
small feet bare, eouphuds up to bur el- 
bows, yet hor hands are small and pret- 
ty, her voice is sweet and low, her lau- 
gnagu never rude, mid if you approach 
her hut sho welcomes yon with such per-- 
feet grace aud self possession, mingled 
with cordiality, that you ask yourself if 
she is not a princess in disguise. She 
may bo, but, alas! the palaces of her 
siws are crumbling away in th« fowetx 
where her husband cuts timber for his 
master, the white man, now owner of 
tho noil. Tho dying rueo must l>ear its 
fat*, and tliu Maya woman moots it 
nobly, with rosiftimtiou aud gruc*,—-

From that time Mr. M. began to 


work up to his idea. At first the Aus- 
tralians would not listen to it. They 
lan};h«l to bcorn tho grea*>y, crinkled 
American.

gether. 
Harper and Turpin were 


part owners in the merry go-round 
which caused so much trouble a short 
time ago on the lot back of the St. 
George Hall. Turpin came to this 
city to make a settlement 
with 


Harper and in the meantime they 
spent the time drinking. 
About 


twelve o'clock they went to the Flor 
entine and while in the place created 
a great deal of disturbance. 
They 


were put out by the bartender, Frank 
Geble. 


In putting Turpin out, the latter'* 


ankle was sprained. 


This was about 1 o'clock. 
They 


then started back to tbe Park Hotel, 
by the way of v.ater street. 
At 


May's corner, according to tbe story 
of Turpin, he picked up a stick to 
enable him to walk. At Flatz's mar- 
ble yard, just back of tbe Park, tbe 
men got into an altercation, during 
which Harner called Turpin a vile 
name and endeavored to pull bis 
gun, when Turpin struck him with 
tbe club knocking him down, and 
then left htm. Mrs, Hardman, who 
is the proprietress of tbe hotel and 
the mistress of Harper, went the 
side door shortly after and beard 
moans which she thought came from 
the back of tbe bouse 
She stepped 


out on the brick walk where sue 
could hear tbe moans plainer. 
She 


then went out to tbe sidewalk where 
she saw a man lying on the pave- 
ment in 
front of 
tbe 
marble 


shop. Supposing 
some one 
was 


hurt sbe went up to 
the per- 


son and discovered tbat it was Harp- 
er. She screamed for belp and officer 
Thompson come around May's corner 
Her screams were also answered by 
the Inmates of tbe house. Harper 
was carried into tbe house by Thomp- 
son, Mrs. Hardman and an inmate by 
the name of Maud Brown. Tbe bar- 
tender, Chas. Pittmao, had retired, 
and had by this time got down stairs 
Be went for a physician, who, on ex- 
amination, found a bad bruise on tbe 
back of his head and a cut on tbe 
side of his forehead. The cause of 
death will be determined by tbe 
coroner, officers Adams and Cramp- 
ton were not notified of tbe matter 
until four o'clock this morning. They 
immediately began working on the 
case and finding tbat Turpin was 
with Harper they started to find bim 
Officer Adams thought Turpin wouk 
go to some hotel, and made tbe 
rounds of tbe hotels accordingly. He 
tint visited tbe Bassett and then 
went to the Collins, from there he 
went to tbe Jackson House and not 
finding him there went to the Plaza 
where he discoveted bis name on tbe 
register and tbe room 134 which he 
was assigned to. Adams went out to 
tbe front of tbe hotel and Mayor 
Keyt came out from breakfast and 
was stopped by Adams, who said:
